To  improve  the  service  of  the  station  to  the  community,  OUR  MISSION  FOR  1965:  to  work 
systematically  toward  economic  stability  by  ensuring  the  growth  of  subsriber  and  community 
support. 

The  station  activities  in  the  year  1964  were  characterized  by  accomplishments  in  the  m.idst 
of  crisis.  Subscriber  response  to  our  Black  Ink  Drive  provided  funds  to  pay  angry  creditors. 
Volunteers  from  the  community  provided  technical,  non-technical,  and  creative  services. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  year  emphasis  began  to  shift  from  emergency  problem  solving  to 
planning  for  stability.  This  required  the  development  of  appropriate  methods  and  pro- 
cedures consistent  with  station  philosophy. 
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Community  Relations.  Funding  focus  will  change  from  periodic  benefits  to  an  integrated 
annual  plan  for  information  and  promotion  with  subscription  growth  as  its  primary  object. 

Personnel.  KPFK  became  a  union  shop.  A  contract  was  signed  with  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Broadcast  Employees  and  Technicians,  in  which  the  signators  agreed  to  work 
together  to  carry  out  the  stated  goals  and  ideals  of  the  Pacifica  Foundation  and  to  realize 
the  union  goals  of  job  security,  human  dignity,  and  economic  progress.  A  bureau  was  organ- 
ized to  recruit  and  train  volunteers  to  participate  in  the  operation  of  the  station. 

Programming.  Changes  and  innovations  included  a  revamping  of  the  schedule  to  provide: 
more  11th  Hour  and  Open  Hour  programming,  more  flexible  scheduling  of  series,  and  the 
near  elimination  of  the  "ruaning  late"  problem.  1965  introduced  the  "Live  and  Late"  format 
with  regular  current  programming  in  the  small  a.m.  hours.  New  emphasis  will  be  on  co- 
ordinated program  efforts  combining  several  disciplines,  the  recruitment  of  qualified  sup- 
porting technical  and  creative  talent,  the  publicizing  in  advance  of  programs  of  merit,  and 
the    improvement   of    inter-station    cooperation. 

News  and  Public  AflFairs.  The  major  accomplishments  were  the  return  of  the  newscast  on 
a  regularly  scheduled  basis  (accomplished  almost  entirely  with  volunteer  talent),  the  com- 
bined volunteer  and  staff  coverage  of  the  election  night,  the  on-the-spot  reports,  and  the 
development  of  a  new  style  and  policy  guide  for  news  writers  and  newscasters.  In  1965 
the  emphasis  will  be  on  stabilizing  the  News  Department  and  working  toward  a  news- 
in-depth   coverage. 

In  Public  Affairs  additional  articulate  commentators  in  foreign  and  national  affairs  are 
being  scheduled.  A  telephone  installation  is  planned  to  afford  listeners  direct  conversation 
with  selected  specialists.  The  Volunteer  Bureau  is  soliciting  community  support  to  help  staff 
and  initiate  programs  on  science,  technology,  religion,  education,  and  philosophy. 

Music  Department.  A  music  assistant  was  added  in  1964.  The  department  made  major 
strides  in  carding  and  indexing  records  and  tapes,  and  developing  regular  traffic  and  pro- 
gramming procedures.  Forays  into  creative  music  programming  were  climaxed  by  special 
comprehensive  series  on  Mahler.  Live  concerts,  both  studio  and  remote,  were  given  regular 
airings.  In  1965  plans  include  more  live  concerts,  a  further  series  on  The  Romantic  Tradition 
and  special  programs  on  The  Banquet  Years,  Ernst  Toch,  Gilbert  and  Sullivan,  Johannes 
Brahms,  Ravi  Shankar,  Lotte  Lehmann,  and  a  weekly  chamber  music  series. 

Drama  and  Literature.  In  addition  to  nine  major  productions  and  special  programs  for 
each  of  the  Festival  Folios,  the  department  organized  the  first  complete  archive,  an  effective 
actor-director  search  file,  and  initiated  the  executive-director  (volunteer)  concept  for  drama 
production.  Plans  for  1965  include  increased  programming  on  books,  including  "The  Ban- 
quet Years,"  "Review  &  Enquiry,"  further  development  of  the  producer  concept,  and  con- 
tinued inter-department  and  major  projects  like  last  year's  Shakespeare  Festival,  The 
Two  Cultures,  Latin  America,  Dylan  Thomas,  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  the  Artaud  Series. 

Young  People's  Department.  A  new  series,  "For  Very  Young  People"  was  introduced, 
airped  at  pre-nursery  school  ages.  This  year  programs  are  being  prepared  on  chess,  science, 
hobbies,  news,  and  music  for  young  people,  and  productions  which  will  involve  the  young 
people  as   participants. 

Engineering  Department.  In  1964  we  rebuilt  several  of  our  internal  systems  and  main- 
tained facilities  up  to  specifications  with  limited  funds.  This  year  the  urgent  needs  include 
replacement  of  outmoded  and  marginal  equipment,  a  remote  studio  link,  automatic  pro- 
gramming and  operating  logs  to  relieve  overworked  board  operators,  and  a  microwave 
installation  to  eliminate  telephone  line  charges. 

Production  Department.  Improved  traffic  flow  and  control  reduced  the  number  of  sub- 
stitute programs,  brought  continuity  up  to  date,  stabilized  announcer  schedules  and  reduced 
on-the-air  error.  The  recruitment  of  a  steady  relief  operator-announcer  would  make  possible 
more  live  programming  and  greater  latitude  in  the  development  of  public  affairs  broad- 
casting. The  goal  this  year  is  to  develop  technically  trained  volunteer  personnel  to  assist 
and  relieve  staff  in  all  areas  of  production. 

Throughout  the  station  the  object  is  stability.  A  stabilized  income,  a  devoted  staff,  and 
enthusiastic  volunteers  yield  improved  service  to  the  community.
